Here Are Six Delicious Tomato Recipes. 


r-r-t-IE tomato has grown to be one of 


I '.he most valuable vegetables In the 
•*" 5rst-aid class of helps lo good cook- 
err. The tomato or love apple Is a na- 
tive of Mexico and South America, and 
that is the reason it Is used so fre- 
quently In the native dishes of those 
countries. In buying canned tomatoes, 
we find three kinds—the large, whole 
tomatoes for stewing or more elaborate 
cookery, the broken pieces for stewing 
or for sauces, and tho fine pieces with 
more juice, known as soup tomatoes. 
Fresh tomatoes are In season, on the 


market stalls almost all tho year round, 
but they are the hot-house product, 
and are apt to be pale in color, for they 
are picked before they are ripe, and the 
flavo" Is not quite equal to the native- 
grown tomatoes of the summer season. 
Tomatots may b« cooked in many ways 
and they also make excellent salad ma- 
terial. In paring them, take a vege- 
able knife and with the back of It press 
the tomato down all around from the 
jlossom to the stem end. This loosens 
:he prel so that a sharp knife will take 
t rizht off. This Is better than scalding 
he skin off. which leaves the surface 
.ouzh and of a partly-cooked appear- 
ance. Never slice a tomato until ready 
.o add it to the salad, for it softens and 
caks very quickly. 


Tomato Soup. 


To one can of tomatoes add two cans 


of water, a sliced onion, some celery 
ops, parsley, a bud of garlic. p«pp*r, 
salt, half a tcaspoonful of curry powder, 
a dessertspoonful of sugar, and half a 
bay leaf. Boll gently for one hour. If 
there are any left-over bones which are 
not fat, add them. When done, strain, 
cool, skim, reheat and add rice, barley, 
macaroni or tapioca, or drain and add 
a bottle of maccdolne vegetables. An- 
other kind of tomato soup Is made by 
reheating after straining, and also heal- 
ing the same amount of rich milk. Add 
a half-tcaspoonful of soda to th« milk, 
then turn H Into the tomato mixture, 
and thicken with butter and flour rubbed 
to a paste. This makes cream-of-to- 
mato *oup. which Is always popular. 
Tha stronger the stock used the better 
the flavor of the soup. 


Tomatoes su Gratln. 


Pare and slice eight tomatoes In thick 


slices. Drop each slice In beaton 
then dip It into a crumb mixture made 
of a cupful of fine crumbs, half a cup- 
ful of grated cheese, pepper, salt, three 
tablcspoonfuls of sugar and a little red 
pepper. 
Lay the slices In a buttered 


baking-dlsu In layers with a layer of 
oysters between, dotted over with but- 
ter. 
Dust with flour and nnlsh with 


crumbs and .seasoning dotted wKh little 
lumps of butter. Turn in a small cupful 
of tomato Juice. Bake In a brisk oven 
twenty minutes to a half-hour. 


Broiled Tomatoes. 


Slice as many tomatoes as are needed 


without paring them. Dip the thick slices 
In butter, and dust with pepper, salt 
and a little sugar. Lay the slices on a 
greased broiler and broil on both sides. 
Lay on a hot dish and garnish with 
toast sippets and cress. 


Fried Tomatoes. 


Cut the needed number of tomatoes In 


thick slices, dip them In egg, then In 
crumbs, dust wKh pepper, salt and 
si'j»r mixed, and fry In hot fat. or the 
tomatoes may bo dipped Into a rather 
thick fritter baiter and then fried In 
deep, hot fat. Both ways are good. 


Baked Tomatoes. 


Select firm tomatoes of equal size and 


hollow out the stem ends. Butter over 
the ontsidc. then lay them In a buttered 
baking-pan. 
Grate on* onion and add 


to it a half-cupful of fine, crumbs, a 
tablespoonful of finely-minced celery and 


j a half-pepper, a tablr-spoonful of soft 
butler, pepper, salt, a tablespoonful of 
sugar and a tablespoonful of tornito 
pant*. Kill the tomatoes with the mlx- 


j tore, dust with a little grated cheese,. 
and bake. When tender and a delimit- 


[ brown, the tomatoes are done. Do not 
lot them soften and burst, for then they 
do not look Inviting. 


Tomato and Anchovy Salad. 


Slice th« tomatoes without paring, 
then spread them with anchovy part* 
and press together, sandwich fashion. 
Lay each sandwich on lettuce leaves, 
sprinkle with a tca-spoonful of French 
dressing, then heap with a toa-spoonful 
of mayonnaise, and dust with paprika. 
This is a decorative salad and a very 
, good one, also.

What Science Now Does 


In Treatment of Erysipelas

N olden times the name "Si. Anthony's fire" was 
given to a condition in which there is suddenly in- 
flamed skin, accompanied by swelling, redness and 


mor« or less fever. 
The disease is more commonly 


called "erysipelas." 


The attack of erysipelas lasts a considerable time, 


varying from six or seven days to three or four weeks. 


At flrst there is a little patch of red skin. This 


patch cradually grows larjjer. The involved surface is 
swollen and stands out above the level of the rest of 
the skin. Tho affected part is hard and it appears 
glazed and shiny. 


The patch of erysipelas is perfectly defined. It

docs not fade off into the surrounding jjarts. 
Tho edges arc distinct, 


both in redness of color and in swelling. 


ther* are little blisters or 4-

perspiration of the lower part of my 
larger bleba on th* Inflamed ba.-.e. In 
many cases the surface is smooth and 
shining. 
Usually th* vlotlm of erysipelas has 


not felt up to par. He has complained 
of svmptoms of discomfort and of feel- 
Ing 111. There may be a chill or chilly 
nensatlon. followed br fever, which may 
reach 103 or 10< degrees.

Itche* and burns, but ordinarily there 
IB little pain. If the attack Involves 
tho face, ear or scalp, there is such 
Intense redness and swelling that It 
surprises you the patient Is not suffer- 
ing more. 
In tho usual attack the disease pro- 
gresses slowly, Invading more and more 
of the surface, until It reaches its max- 
imum. Then It remains stationary for 
a few days and gradually fades. 
Tho 


dusky red color changes to brown and 
then to yellow. Th* skin is scaly for a 
little while and then returns to normal 
color and condition. 


Th* most Important germ In th* 


multitude of Its ways of attacking the 
human family Is called the "streptococ- 
cus." All kinds of Inflammations are 
caused by one or another variety of 
this rerm. Erysipelas Is due to the 
streptococcus. 
Whenever erysipelas appears In a 


hospital It put» everybody on guard. 
Th« surgeons dislike to operate for fear 
of Infection with this germ. Fortunate- 
ly, modern conditions have practically 
eliminated this danger. Cleanliness In 
thn greM factor In this advance. 


Anything which lowers the powers of 
resistance, of the Individual makes him 
susceptible to the attack of the germ 
of eryslpelac. Lack of food, malnutri- 
tion, old age and debility ar* all fac- 
tors. An Injury or a trifling abrasion, 
about the nose, mouth or elsewhere, 
may give, entrance to the germs. 
Erysipelas Is not to be fearod when St 


attacks a person In fair health. When 
It complicates some other disease and 
when It comes after a severe injury or 
n. surgical operation. It Is more to bo 
dreaded. In old folks and debilitated 
persons It Is most serious. Kven when 
neglected, the average can« will recov- 
er within a reasonable time, hut the 
hejid cases require careful treatment. 


The most commonly used local appli- 


cation !s Ichthyol ointment or solution. 


Efforts have been made to keep the 


disease 
from 
spreading by applying 


iodine and other agents around the af- 
fected area. It !s doubtful if these ap- 
plications accomplish anything. Pos- 
sibly, It may do some good to point a 
wide strip of collodion an Inch In front 
of thn advancing disease.
